“Welcome, welcome,” cried Miss Ellen 
Terry in the deep rich tones that have 
been familiar to her hearers for so long, 
in greeting representatives of Boston 
newspapers in her room in the Bellevue 


this morning. She came to Boston late 


last evening to deliver her discourse at 
Tremont tonight on “Shake- 
speare’s. heroines.” 

The names of a large riumber of Bos- 
tonians, representative of the business, 
social and artistic life of Boston are on 
the reception committee that will greet 
Miss Terry this evening. Mrs. Lionel 
Marks has written a poem for the oc- 
casion. 

The clear gray eyes shone on each 
with the greeting and her hand gripped 
with the firm “all over” clasp of her 
frank buoyant self. 

She talked brightly of many things, 
from women’s suffrage to the state of 
the weather. In the middle of a con- 
sideration of Shakespearean acting she 
broke out with “How like a day in 
England,” and laughed and snuggled up 
her feet on the bed where she was 
sitting like a schoolgirl. 

Acting in modern plays, even the best 
of them, does not give’ the player the 
breadth or depth of development that 
results from the acting of Shakespeare, 
declared Miss Terry emphatically. She’ 
neatly avoided answering any questions 
as. to the explanation of the element of 

in acting itself, but declared that 
come a good actor it was necessary 
gin young. . 

The sweet, firm voice became very 
tender when mention was made of her 
children. Especially was she animated 
in asking if any one knew her osn, Gor- 
don Craig. She was gratified that so 
much of his work in improving stage 
management and scenery along pictorial 
lines of his own devising was known in 
America. 

What Mr. Craig’s theory is Miss Terry 

refused to explain. “That is his secret,” 
she said proudly, and there was in her 
Woice a note of ortist appreciating artist 
accompanying the tremulousness that} 
will not down whenever Gordon Craig’s 
mame is mentioned.

RAILROAD BOARD 
HEARS PLEA FOR 
JOINT TRACK USE 


The board of railroad commissioners 
gave a continued hearing today on the 
proposition of requiring street railway 
companies to transport the cars of other 
companies, referred to the commission 
by the last Legislature for investigation. 

Joseph B. Eastman, secretary of the 
Public Franchise League, who addreased 
the commission several ago at 
length on the matter, was heard again. 

He contended that this legislation 
would simply bring the street railway 
laws into conformity with those rela- 
tive to railroads, and return to the 
street railway law a_ provision which 
was struck out a few with- 
out knowledge on the part of the gen- 
eral publit. 

He believed it will lead to much bet- 
ter accommodations for the traveling 
public and greater efficiency on the part 
of the street railway companies. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany entered an appearance in opposi- 
tion to the legislation, but was not pre- 
pared to go on with its argument. The 
commission decided to allow it until 
Noy. 14 to file a written brief, and Mr.

DUKE OF CONNAUGHT 
UPENG PARLIAMENT 
UF UNION IN AFRICA 


CAPE TOWN, 8. A.—As representative 
of his nephew, King George of England, 
the Duke off Connaught today formally 
opened the first Parliament of the new 
“U. S. A.”—the Union of South Africa. 

The occasion was made a general holi- 
day and the troop-lined streets were 
packed with eheering citizens as the duke 
drove through them in state, surrounded 
by an escort of colonial cavalry, from 
Government House to the meeting place 
of the new Legislature. 

Bands played the national anthem, and 
the soldiers presented arms as he passed. 

At Parliament House, Governor-General! 
Viscount Gladstone, Premier Botha, his 
ministerial colleagues, the governors of 
the various states and the newly elected 
senators and representatives awaited the 
duke. 

The ceremony of opening the session 
was much like that of opening the 
English Parliament. The duke, gorgeous 
in his field marshal’s uniform and wear- 
ing his state robes, read the royal speech 
from a temporary thrond in the Senate, 
concluding with a aaa message from 
King George, who would have opened 
the session himself but for his own 
accession to the throne, wishing the new 
constitution success and thanking the 
South Africans for their loyal greetings. 

The Union of South Africa consists of 
the states of Cape Colony, Natal and the 
Transvaal, the Orange River Colony, or 
as it used to be called; Orange Free 
State, and minor protectorates. 

They were formerly governed by their 
respective Legislatures directly under the 
British colonial office. Now they retain 
their local Legislatures, but the affairs 
of the federation will be in the hands 
of the governor general and the federal 
Parliament, of course under the general 
supervision of the British government. 

The political party in power is the Na. 
tionalist, which represents mainly the 
voters of Dutch descent, and there will 
undoubtedly be lively times between it 
and the Progressives, or English party.

TEHERAN, The

According to advices which have been 
received here the Proserpine landed a 
force of marines several days ago at 
Lingah, in Laristan on the gulf of Per- 
sia. An additional force of bluejackets 
was landed today and it is reported here 
that they were attacked by the Persians. 

There are vital reasons why Eng- 
land and Russia may appear aggressive 
in Persia and just as vital reasons why 
Germany, Austria and even Turkey 
should make objections to the move. 

Russia must remain a second-rate 
power forever unless she can obtain a 
seaport perennially free from ice. It was 
her need for an open port that drove 
Russia to the far east and caused her 
to seize Viadivostok and lay her eves 
upon other Asiatic ports. She could 
reach these ports by means of the trans. 
Siberian railroad. But Japan, seeing 
the danger, drove Russia away. 

Russia began “Russinnizing” Persia, 
establishing Russian schools, banks, com- 
merce, railroads and churches. When 
there was an uprising in Teheran, Rus- 
sian Cossacks poured across the frontier 
and quelled the outbreak. The Czar was 
preparing to get a port in which no ice 
gathered, that his commerce and navy 
might move all the year round. 

England was jist as vitally interested. 
Her Indian frontier was constantly 
menaced. To prevent this danger, Eng- 
land began “Anglicizing” that portion of 
Persia within the “British sphere of in- 
fluence.” 

Some time ago England notified Per- 
sia that -unless order was maintained 
in the portions of Persia over which she 
had set her eye, England would send an 
armed force into the country, restore 
peace and charge an indemnity. Persia, 
unable to pay an indemnity, would have 
her customs houses seized and the an- 
nexation would be complete. 

It was in pursuance to this threat that 
the English force landed. England and 
Russia are believed to be acting in per- 
fect accord.

CZAR OF RUSSIA 
MAKES A CALL ON 
KAISER WILHELM 


BERLIN—The Czar of Russia arrived 
at Potsdam today on a brief visit to 
Kaiser Wilhelm. 

The Czar came from Friedberg, where 
he has been the guest of his brother- 
in-law, the Grand Duke of Hesse. Dur- 
ing his stay in Potsdam Nicholas will be 
the recipient of many marks of honor,

The inspired newspapers imme- 
diately began to explain that the Kaiser 
had paid the last visit, and that he 
could not go again with dignity. In due 
course these utterances were called to 
Nicholas’ attention and he decided to go 
to see Wilhelm.

Leaders Come to Agreement 
to Hold Broad Constitu- 
tional Convention to Deal 
With Whole Subject.

NEW YORK—The Sun today prints

“Tt may now be announced on the best 
authority that the conference of the lead- 
ers of the government and of the oppo- 
sition to consider the question of the 


gi loure of Lords will result in the holding 

of » broad constitutional convention next 
your Which will deal with the whole sub- 
ject of the federation of the British 
empire. This degree of understanding 
among the leaders has been reached dur- 
ing the last three week®, whereas a 
month ago no agreement seemed possible. 
The explanation of the new situation is 
the remarkable growth in favor of the 
federation idea among political men of 
all classes. 

“Treland, of course, was the chief stum- 
bling block. It was found that even the 
most radical members of the government, 
including Winston Churchill and Lloyd 
George, were strongly opposed to giving 
Ireland the degree of independence pos- 
- pessed by Canada and Australia. They 
were willing to concede to her relations 
to the imperial government similar to 
those of Ohio with Washington or On- 
tario with the Dominion of Canada. The 
Unionists leaders are ready to compro- 
mise the Irish question on that basis. 

“The details of local government for 
Scotland, Wales and England must be 
worked out next year at the convention. 
In the meantime constitutional questions 
will be left in abeyance in Parliament, 
and by mutual agreement between both 
the British parties Mr. Redmond will be 
deprived of allypower to embarrass the 
government, the Unionists if necessary 
voting with the cabinet. 

“Public opinion as a whole in this 
country will receive the announcement of 
th» proposed solution of the constitu- 
tional crisis with satisfaction. It will 
officially be made public soon after Par- 
liament.”

In most cases this formr of window | 
curtaining is an unfortunate practise. 
The method of hanging sash curtains) 
from the top of a window to the sill, | 
close against the sash, is simple and) 
graceful. It is particularly suitable for | 
houses that are close to the street, where 
it is desirable to have the curtains as 
a protection from outside observers. | 

Half-sash curtains are often seen; ' 
these, although fitting for bathrooms, 
kitchens and third-story windows, are 
hardly to be recommended for general 
use. Both sash and inner curtains are 
usually hung at a window, but one pair 
will often suffice. A room that has not 
much light should seldom have two 
pairs of curtains excluding what ‘little 
air and sunshine might pervade it. If 
the sash curtains fall directly before the 
glass, for the sake of privacy the inner 
curtains should merely be used for their 
decorative value. 

Perhaps the most effective treatment 
is to have the curtains fall at the side 
of the windows covering the woodwork 
with a plaited valance across the top 
of the window. Curtains of this nature 
keep out practically no light, and give 
a pretty broad effect to a window. The 
curtains by softening the hard lines of 
the woodwork tend to give harmony and 
repose to the interior. 

Inner curtains should seldom be looped 
back, If it is;not desirable, owing to 
their thickness, to have them fall di- 
rectly in front’ of the window, they 
should be allowed to hang at the side 
as just described. 

In the ease of sash curtains, the 
method of looping is. effective, particu- 
larly when plants are placed on the win- 
dowsill. Simple ruffled. Swiss curtains 
caught back with a plain cord are al- 
ways in good @aste and suitable for al- 
most any scheme of decoration, writes 
Dorothy Priestman. 

When plants are arranged at the win- 
dows, looped curtains permit them to 
be enjoyed from both inside and out. 

The advantages of a looped curtain 
can be gained even more effectitely by 
‘| giving the sash curtains valance treat- 
ment. The curtains should be hung 
from a réd and pushed back, and a 
valance should join the sid« pieces. 

Stiffness in curtaining should »be 
avoided, but dignity and simplicity are 


HE importance of choosing suitable 

curtains for our home is not al- 
ways appreciated, and this fact is evi- 
denced by the lack of taste in so many 
of the houses where other furnishings 
have been given due consideration. The 
curtains of a house should bear direct 
relationship to the other furnishings. 
Most of us know that it is a mistake 
to mix styles in furniture, colonial and 
mission for example, but many women 
who would frown at such an erfor will 
cheerfully hang lace curtains in a room 
furnished in missien, a mistake which is 
just as glaring as any other unsuitable 
mixing of style. 

The most common way of treating a 
window is to hang a lace curtain from 
the top of the window frame to the 
floor, but this arrangement is to be de- 
plored in the average house. For an ordi- 
nary sitting room it is unsuitable to 
have white lace curtains reaching to 
the floor. Where the walls are dark, the 
curtains are shown up as a great mass

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F YOU must fold your tents like the 
Arabs and as silently steal away to a 


‘new house and ‘home, why not do it 


correctly? The right way to move is 
just as easily followed as the wrong; the 
diastrous results of broken china, ruined 
furniture and lost, strayed or stolen 
articles are for careless movers only. 

Probably the key to success in the or- 
deal that every being encounters is the 
little word “system.” ‘Follow a plan, 
and what you cannot keep in your head 
put down in a notebook or on the boxes 
that hold the different things. 

First of all a thorough cleaning is nec- 
essary. If the dust and grime of weeks 
be removed before packing, much of the 
labor at the end of the journey can be 
obviated, and comfort correspondingly 


increased. 

China should be packed in barrels, 
with the edge of each plate or saucer 
down. You will recall that if you drop 
a plate, and it strikes the floor on ite 
edge, it will not break. It is the same 
old principle of the strength of the arch, 
which allows only a small portion to be 
struck at a time. Use plenty of excel- 
sior or hay, and slip in layers of this 


between the china pieces. 


Glass should be given an additional 
protection by a wrapping of tissue paper 
or cotton wadding,and placed in boxes 
plainly marked to give a hint to the 
movers. 


Pictures must be protected at the cor- 
ners by felt pads. This is easily done, 
and saves wooden and gilt frames from 
the batterfng of contact with other fur- 
niture. Allow a little of the face of 
each picture to be seen. This will sound 
the warning: to the one who handles it, 
sometimes with an appalling lack of 
care. In.general follow the scheme of 
the big stores, which have a very small 
percentage of breakages in delivering 
goods. Thin paper glued around excelsior 
makes excellent wrappings for flat 


mrticles. 


The legs of tables and chairs need your 
attention. Cover with generous ‘layers 
of newspaper—a great friend on moving 
day, by the way-—and tie with coarse 
twine. Yes, of course, it takes time! 


Anything does that is worth while.

Books ought to be wrapped separately | 
in paper end placed in sets, tied to- 
gether. Have mercy on the movers here; | 
do not place them in unhandy bulk, but |

Do not forget to label. the boxes that | 
belong in the kitchen, in the front room, | 
third floor and ad infinitum. Let these | 
be placed near their destination, so that | 
when carpets or rugs are laid the furni- | 
ture can be readily wheeled into place. 

And as a parting hint, do not forget to 
pack in a basket enough knives, forks, 
dishes and food for the first meal in your 
new home. Take these with you when 
you and the canary and the cat give a 
farewell look at the old house. Remem- 
ber that system on moving day spells 
success, a minimum of work and much 
comfort.—New York Press. i

RECORD BREAKING 
OAVINGS DEPOSITS 
IN BOSTON BANKS 


An Increase of Over Seven 
Millions Compared With a 
Year Ago Will Be Shown 


« in Commissioner’s Report. 


THE I NTEREST RATE 


The reports to be made to Bank Com- 
missioner Chapin in the next few weeks 
of the total amount of deposits in the 
‘savings banks of the commonwealth on 
Oct. 31 last, will show that the 19 Bos- 
ton savings banks have combined de- 
posits of $239,499,000, the largest in their 
history and an increase of $7,374,000, or 
3.17 per cent, compared with a year ago. 
The increase in the previous year was 
$11,564,000, or 5.24 per cent, compared 
with an increase of 1.41 per cent in 


1907-8 year and ¥% of 1 per cent increase) 


in the 1906-7 year. 

An increase in deposits during the past 
year is noteworthy 'as additional de- 
posits have been discouraged by the ac- 
tion of several banks continuing to pay 
but 34 per cent interest, although good 
rates have been secured on loans during 
the past year. Of the 19 ‘savings banks 
in Boston there are seven which pay 3% 
per cent interest and 12 pay 4 per cent. 
All the larger banks, with exception of 
the Home, Franklin and Warren, are 
paying but 34% per cent while all the 
smaller banks pay 4 per cent. 

The rate of interest. allowed on deposits 
is naturally an important factor in- 
fluencing new accounts. In the following 
table. showing the percentage of gain in 
deposits of Boston savings banks during 
the past two years, it will be noted that 
the largest increases were made by the 
banks paying 4 per cent interest. .

Mother replied, “He is here, fussing be- 
cause he cannot go to school.” 

Father simply said, “It is time for him 
to go. Where is his dinner?” 

When mother handed the dinner to 
him, father knelt down on the porch 
and told me to put my arms around his 
neck. He then put his hands behind him 
to hold me up,-carried me half a mile to 
the schoolhouse, set me down on the 
doorstep and said, “Be a good boy, and 
wait till I come for you tonight.”

new continent, Bartholomew Diaz was building a monument on the 
African coast. In the years between then and now deeds of heroism 
and sacrifice and endurance have lit the pages of its history more 
than all the diamonds of the De Beers mines. And a nation built 
upon such foundations will prove capable of solving its native 
problems and all other perplexities, even if it does. not speedily 
realize that the key of gold which unlocked the door of South 
\ frican union can open the way to dominion of a different kind. 
he story of the nation in its gradual unfolding is largely concerned 
with the pastoral stage, with the nomadic and peculiarly self-existent, 
and the industrial revolution has not made many marks. From 
the uneven development of the country has arisen much of the 
past friction and hostility, and some observers would attribute the 
last Boer war in part to the clash of different stages, to the “sec- 
tional.” But union is greater than sectionalism! 


Inevitably one associates with a South’ Africa unified — the 
name of Cecil Rhodes, who was spurred through life by the aspira- 
tion for such a consummation. ‘The story of “the great white chief,” 
a title earned by his feat of penetrating unarmed ifto the Matabele 
stronghold and inducing the infuriated tribesmen to lay down their 
weapons, covers part of the best and of the worst in the new 
Dominion. Clearly discerning the economic advantages of wealth 
concentration and combination, Cecil Rhodes seems to have been 
far ahead of his time. As founder of the chartered company, as 
originator or keenest advocate of the Cape to Cairo railroad, and 
as premier of Cape Colony, Mr. Rhodes has left his mark for all 
tine; and men today are forgetting that which was not praiseworthy, 
and are remembering only the right purpose. The United States 
of America owes a debt to the united states of South Africa that 
is generally known as the Rhodes scholarships but which keener 
sight discerns as a cement of international fraternity. One aspiration 
of the empire baulder of Africa is assuredly attained today, and 
doubtless his last and greatest longing for a world brotherhood will 
yet be gratified.

information, generally anticipated, that President Taft continues to 
be deeply interested in the outcome of the conference. He has 
repeatedly expressed himself as being most desirous of bringing 
about during his administration a trade relationship between the 
two countries that shall be advantageous to both. It is uhnecessary 
to say here, for it must be patent to all, that public opinion in the 
United States is in thorough sympathy with Mr. Taft in this matter. 
It would be neither politic nor fair, however, to attempt to 
conceal the fact that in Canada at the present time there is a 
very widespread and pronounced hostility to the reciprocity idea. 
Time was when Canada would have hailed with gladness overtures 
from this side looking to the breaking down of the commercial and 
industrial barriers between the two countries. The opportunity of 
being at once just and generous to Canada in trade matters came 
to the United States not once but many times during the last 
fifty years, and was either ignored or neglected by the party in 
power. In the meantime Canada has built up a powerful industrial 
system of its own. The country is prosperous and making rapid

strides toward commercial greatness, and thoughtful Canadians are . 


inclined to doubt the wisdom of forming an alliance with a nation 
whose interests night clash at many points with those of the 
Dominion, and always, perhaps, to the detriment of the latter. The 
idea that the United States would make use of this alliance to 
break down Canadian industries has been carefully nursed in some 
parts of Canada, but those who are promoting it, or entertaining 
it, must be forgetful of the fact that if the United States and 
Canada form the alliance contemplated it will be as much to the 
interest of Americans to support and protect the industries of the 
Dominion as to support and protect the industries of the United 
States. 

Indeed, a cause for another phase of the uneasiness that has 
grown out ot the proposed commercial alliance fs to be found in 
the very possibility of a growing community of interest between the 
two nations.. lor instance, the London Standard of two or three 
davs ago, in the course of an article on reciprocity, said: “‘Loyal 
and British in sentiment as most Canadians are, we doubt whether 
they could in the long run resist the strain of this.powerful material 
magnet [reciprocity]. Gradually, perhaps imperceptibly, they’ will 
be drawn closer and closer to their neighbors, until the weakened 
strands of imperial connection are broken asunder.” 

There is nothing in the present situation, nothing in the outlook, 
to justify any such conclusion. Reciprocity between the United 
States and Canada is purely and simply a business matter. Closer 


trade relations lead to better understandings between all nations, 
but, as England has the best of reasons for knowing, there 1s a 
vast difference between commercial friendship and political unity. 
Except in so far as all peoples are learning that they have many 
things in common, and that the removal of national barriers will 
be conducive to the welfare of humanity, the desire for better trade 
relations has developed no sentiment here or in Canada inimical 
to British authority in the Dominion. 
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Tue hay crop in the province of Quebec is the greatest in 
ten years, and the remarkable thing is that there is as much demand 
for it as if the good roads of Quebec were not crowded with 
automobiles. 


Every citizen of Massachusetts has a duty to |/ 
perform next Tuesday in voting for the can- 
didates who, in his opinion, would make the 
best state officers and members of Congress.

convincing that the man who does not exercise his right of suffrage 
collectively would throw the balance of power into undesirable hands

In Massachusetts, as in other New England states, there has 
been a disposition in the past to regard the individual vote as of 
slight importance, while the fact that these single ballots, taken 
together, determine the election is almost wholly forgotten. Party 
loyalty is a strong appeal, but it should be made secondary to public 
duty. Blind acquiescence in a program because a man is a Republican 
or a Democrat is utterly ineffective to correct usurpation of power, 
whereas elimination of party dines where the choice lies between 
good doctrine or its opposite is not only excusable, but even desirable. 
Least of all can a voter protest against what he opposes by staying 
at home. 

Eben S. Draper has served two terms as.Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, made an excellent record, and now asks reelection.

regains the esteem of the people throughout 
Greater Boston who have firmly objected to the advance in charges 
for contracts, although the committee of suburban telephone sub- 
scribers has gone on record against the so-called system of rates 
and for the retention of those now in vogue as affecting forty-four 
exchanges. :

In a case like this one postponement serves a good purpose 


if it affords keener insight into the conditions arousing opposition. 
Since the telephone company announced its new schedule of rates 
and the inauguration of the zone system recommended by the com- 
mission, there has been almost continuous protest from patrons in 
the different towns and criticisi has been aimed at both the highway 
commission and the company. Much of it was not borne-out by 
facts the knowledge of which would have resulted in closer under- 
standing between the company and fhe people. There is a tendency 
in Greater Boston, as elsewhere, to look upon a public service 
corporation as selfishly oblivious to the rights of its patrons, and 
the heavy earnings and large dividends paid by the telephone company 
whose interests enter into the present situation have been used as 
arguments against the advance in rates. In principle, it might be 
said that the purposed zone system appears to be correct from the 
standpoint of convenience and as a means to expedite communication. 
Its application doubtless would obviate the necessity of concentrating 
forces in certain d@stricts so largely, and tend to equalize the distri- 
bution of calls. ' 

If the zone system is advisable, the highway commission should 
maintain the stand that prompted the original recommendation, 
although a withdrawal of the latter would cause no _ sorrow, 
apparently, on the part of subscribers. The telephone company 
might have a right to"feel aggrieved, but the commission is acting 
wisely in at least granting an extension of the time before the new 
rates become effective, so that the plan can be judged more accurately. 
If these rates are seen to be inequitable, the commission has prom- 
ised to work for their abolishment. ‘The commission's deference 
to public opinion, therefore, is in the nature of a truce, with the 
telephone company posing as a vitally interested spectator.

Latin-American general, who now openly 
defies his superior, President Miguel R. 
Davila, is confronted by the United States 
gunboat Princeton, stationed in that vicinity for some weeks 1n 
order to protect the interests of this country. It is not anticipated 
that the commander of the Princeton will be compelled ta go further 
than simply to make his presence felt at a distance, but the gult 
ef Fonseca is of sufficient importance to make it necessary that 
Valladares be prevented from stirring up trouble in a region where 
Honduras, Nicaragua and Salvador have coast lines. 

Whether President Davila exercised his full prerogative in 
permitting his rebellious commandant to return to Amapala without 
let or hindrance is a question that merits consideration. It 1s 
true that following Valladares’ visit to Tegucigalpa, the Honduran 
capital, the commandant promised faithfully to turn over his ofhce 
to General Calipto Carias, whom the President had chosen as the 
successor to Valladares and who accompanied him to Amapala. 
How well. this promise was kept is shown when Caritas was sent 
precipitately back to Tegucigalpa. And this the deposed command- 
ant was able to do because of the apparent loyalty to him of 250 
well-armed soldiers. At datest reports Valladares has entrenched 
himself behind machine guns, and President Davila 1s expected to 
make the next move. 

If it is true that Valladares was appointed by Davila so as to 
prevent the former trom engineering a revolution it is, perhaps, as 
well if his rebellious inclinations are quenched now rather than that 
the embers should be allowed to smolder, ready to burst into 
full flame with opportunities that are peculiarly Central-American. 
President Davila and Honduras have obligations that extend even 
beyond Central America Political opportunists have not infrequently 
made it essential for the United States government to despatch 
gunboats post haste to either the Atlantic or Pacific coasts of 
Central America. That the republics in that vicinity look upon their 
bigger brother of the north as some sort of protector is evident from 
the fact that President Davila asked the United States to help Inmh 
out of his difficult situation when three weeks ago Valladares 
became more than ordinarily active. It is said that on the arrival 
of Commander Hayes the Honduran commandant made hght of 
the situation, but it is noticed that immediately after the Princeton 
reached the port, Valladares set out for the capital and he made 
no secret of his intention to consult with the French and German 
ministers. 

There is no mention anywhere that the discontented Honduran 
made a call on the United States minister at Tegucigalpa, Mr. 
McCreery. Perhaps General Valladares had good and sufficient: 
reasons for not sending his card to the home of the American 
representative. But President Davila must be aware by this. time 
that if any nations are to be made confidants where Central Ameri- 
can matters are concerned, the United States should, at least, have 
an equal privilege with other countries. . 

Honduras has wonderful opportunities for development, and 
no nations know this better thay do France and Germany, The 
country is rich in minerals. Present exports of mahogany, cotton, 
sugar, tobacco, hides, coffee and rubber cafi be doubled many times 
through proper encouragement. The country at present has but 
one railroad, sixty miles long, which runs from Cortez to Pimienta. 
Honduras consists of more than 42,000 square,miles, has an Atlantic 
coast line of 400 miles on the Caribbean sea, and a Pacific coast line 
of forty miles. It is absolutely necessary that the Pacific outlet be 
made safe for traffic. The sooner President Davila realizes the 
necessity for putting capable men in office, the better for Honduras, 
the neighboring republics and the western continent.

He seems to | 
be possessed to a greater degree than most | 
public men in our time of the faculty of | 
expressing himself clearly, forcibly and con- | 
vincingly on note paper. The art was one 
that flourished in the latter part of the 
seventeenth, through the eighteenth and to 
the middle of the nineteenth century, when, 
like the art of conversation, it fell into 
desuetude. Now and then, however, though at long intervals, some- 
body has arisen to show through practical demonstration that the 
art of letter writing survives, though apparently lost, and needs 
only to be cultivated; but in the main men and women in these 
latter years, though still infatuated with the literary style of the 
old letter writers, confine their own letter writing*to personal topics 
and exhibit an indisposition toward missives dealing with the more 
comprehensive and more serious affairs of life. 

Mayor Gaynor is one of those whose letter writing is a refuta- 
tion of the claim that the art is lost. If he had not on several 
previous occasions recently displayed rare ability in epistolary com- 
position, his communication to the chairman of the meeting at 
Carnegie hall, New York city, on Wednesday, in which he gave 
his reasons for indorsing the candidacy of Johu A. Dix, would have 
entitled him to distinction to this line. 

It would be instructive as well as interesting to have measure- 
iments showing the relative value politically of the quiet. philo- 
sophical, broad-gauge, patriotic treatment of the situation in-New 
York state, as exemplified in the Gaynor letter, and the form 
of reasoning, style of argument and method of expression. employed 
by the ordinary partizan campaigner. There is nothing in Mayor 
Gaynor’s .letter to stimulate rancor, or to invoke hatred or to 
arouse passion, but there is much that the voter, having read the 
letter, will ponder in his own mind, .n the quiet of his home, and 
much that will influence him for good whether he casts his ballot 
for or against the man of Mayor Gaynor’s choice.
